“normal closing routine, maybe involuntarily. The repeats at 1800 
Saturdays are supposed to start in June. But just in case, I recheck 
today at 1852: No.

about LRA36 claims, *‘C'était la premiére et unique station officielle 
au monde située en Antarctique’'*.

Nor does he 
attribute his sources, but that info is a BIG LIE, probably propagated 
by LRA36 and/or R Nacional in Argentina themselves. 


If it began in 1979 as claimed, another *‘‘official** Antarctic SW 
station had been going already for five years, from 1974, American 
Forces Antarctic Network, which many of us DXed on 6012 kHz --- and 
even before that on MW. 


And another contradixion about the FM frequency at Esperanza: 97.6, 
while WRTH shows 96.7. More likely correct is whichever the 
Antarcticans axually announce.
